Exceptional  College  -  Fourth  Year 

Randolph  Community  College  was  one  of  only  two 
community  colleges  in  North  Carolina  that  achieved 
"Exceptional  Institutional  Performance  (EIP)"  standards 
for  the  fourth  consecutive  year,  according  to  the  North 
Carolina  Community  College  System's  Critical  Success 
Factors  report. 

Of  the  58  N.C.  community  colleges,  27  met  or  exceeded 
the  System  standard  on  all  seven  performance  measures, 
with  16  of  those  colleges  receiving  recognition  for 
Exceptional  Institutional  Performance.  The  exceptional 
rating  indicates 

•  A  college  met  or  exceeded  all  seven 
performance  measures; 

•  A  college  received  at  least  a  70  percent  passing 
rate  on  all  licensure  exams  for  first-time  test 
takers; 

•  Students  transferring  from  that  college  into  the 
UNC  System  perform  at  a  level  equal  to  or 
above  native  UNC  System  students— this  year's 
standard  was  88%. 

"These  performance  measures  are  very  challenging  and 
many  colleges  never  surpass  them  all  even  one  time.  To 
have  surpassed  every  measure  for  four  consecutive  years 
is  a  great  testament  to  the  quality  and  dedication  of  RCC's 
faculty  and  staff.  They  are  truly  passionate  about  the 
success  of  our  students,  and  lam  very  proud  of  them," 
said  RCC  President  Robert  S.  Shackleford  Jr. 

1 00%  Pass  Rates 

Randolph  Community  College's  2012  Associate  Degree 
Nursing  class  completed  their  National  Council  Licensure 
Examinations  (NCLEX-RN)  with  a  100%  pass  rate.  In 
addition,  RCC's  Nursing  Assistant  class  also  had  a  100% 
pass  rate  on  the  National  Nurse  Aid  Assessment. 

"This  is  an  incredible  success  rate,"  said  RCC  President 
Robert  Shackleford,  noting  that  this  is  the  third  time  in 
four  years  that  both  classes  have  achieved  the  100%  pass 
rate. 

He  noted  that  the  Nursing  Assistant  graduates  achieved 
100%  on  both  the  written  exam  and  the  clinical 
evaluation.  The  North  Carolina  averages  were  92%  on  the 
written  exam  and  70%  for  the  clinical  portion. 

In  Cosmetology,  the  licensure  exam  is  split  into  two 
parts,  practical  and  written;  students  must  make  a  75  on 
each  exam.  One  hundred  percent  of  RCC  Cosmetology 
graduates  passed  the  practical  exam  this  year,  with  92% 
passing  the  written  exam. 


Pistinguished  Service  Award  &oes  to 
«IB  Pavis 

JB  Davis,  retired  president  and  CEO  of  Klaussner  Furniture, 
former  RCC  employee  and  long-time  supporter  of  the 
College,  was  the  recipient  of  the  Randolph  Community 
College  Board  of  Trustees  2011  Distinguished  Service 
Award. 

Davis  was  originally  employed  by  RCC  in  1969,  when  the 
school  was  known  as  Randolph  Technical  Institute,  to 
supervise  the  Adult  Basic  Education  program,  said  Jim 
Campbell,  RCC  Board  of  Trustees  chairman,  reading  from 
a  letter  then  President  M.H.  Branson  wrote  on  Davis' 
behalf.  "But  his  interest,  ability  and  performance  caused 
the  administration  to  elevate  him  to  a  more  responsible 
position  in  July  of  1969,  which  was  counselor  in  the 
Student  Personnel  Division  and  later  to  director  of  student 
relations." 

While  at  RTI,  Davis  suggested  starting  an  athletic  program, 
continued  Campbell,  and  a  baseball  team  was  established. 
"JB  has  a  passion  for  whatever  he  is  involved  in,"  said 
Campbell.  "He  has  never  forgotten  from  whence  he 
came  and  he  has  been  a  loyal  supporter  of  Randolph 
Technical  Institute,  Randolph  Technical  College,  Randolph 
Community  College,  and  the  Randolph  Community 
College  Foundation.  He  was  a  Foundation  Corporate  Board 
member  in  the  1990s." 

The  JB  Davis  Bell  and  Clock  Tower,  erected  in  front  of 
the  Foundation  Conference  Center  in  2003,  was  funded 
by  officers,  employees  and  friends  of  the  Klaussner 
companies  as  a  lasting  tribute  to  him.  Funds  collected 
also  provided  landscaping  around  the  clock  tower  and 
established  the  JB  Davis  Scholarship  Fund  that  provides 
a  scholarship  annually  to  an  RCC  technical  or  vocational 
program  student. 

Jack  tail  Named  Trustee  Emeritus 

Jack  Lail  was  honored  by  the  Randolph  Community 
College  Board  of  Trustees  in  January  2012  with  Trustee 
Emeritus  status. 

The  purpose  of  the  designation,  which  was  established  in 
September  2007,  is  to  recognize  exemplary  and  significant 
service  and  contributions  to  Randolph  Community  College 
and  to  retain  the  designee's  affiliation  with  the  College. 

Lail  retired  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  Sept.  1,  2011, 
with  over  16  years  of  service.  During  his  time  on  the 
Board,  Lail  served  as  chair  for  over  two  years,  vice  chair 
for  over  four  years,  and  chair  of  the  Budget  and  Finance/ 
Building  and  Grounds  Committee  for  several  years.

Randolph  Community  College  President  Robert  S. 
Shackleford  was  named  2011  Citizen  of  the  Year  by 
the  Asheboro/Randolph  Chamber  of  Commerce  at  the 
organization's  86th  annual  meeting  in  January  2012  at 
Pinewood  Country  Club  (above).  The  honor  was  bestowed 
by  James  Gouty,  2011  Chamber  chairman. 


"Like  many  others  who  have  received  this  honor  in  the 
past,  this  year's  recipient  is  a  true  native  of  Randolph 
County  and  although  moving  away  from  time  to  time  has 
always  returned  and  has  proven  his  dedication  to  our 
community  many  times  over.  He  is  without  question,  a  very 
valuable  asset,  serving  in  many  different  capacities  and 
always  being  actively  involved  in  the  ongoing  activities  and 
development  of  our  community,"  said  Gouty. 


The  average  age  ofRCCs 
Curriculum  (college  credit) 
student  is  27. 


Jesse  James  Bullins  Jr.  of  Asheboro  said  he  made  the 
biggest  mistake  of  his  life  when  he  dropped  out  of  high 
school  in  1994.  He  worked  for  several  years  operating  tow 
trucks,  as  a  self-taught  auto  mechanic,  and  repossessing 
automobiles.  He  got  married  and  started  a  family.  He 
enrolled  at  Randolph  Community  College  and  earned  his 
General  Educational  Development  (GED)  certificate  in 
2006.  But  he  had  higher  ambitions.  So  in  October  of  2010 
when  he  was  laid  off  because  of  the  economy,  he  decided 
to  go  back  to  school. 

Bullins,  34,  enrolled  in  RCC's  Criminal  Justice  Technology 
program  in  January  2011  with  the  ultimate  goal  of 
becoming  a  probation  officer.  "I  just  want  to  be  able  to 
help  someone,"  he  said.  He  has  excelled  since  coming  to 
RCC,  so  much  so  that  the  College  named  him  its  Academic 
Excellence  Award  winner  for  2012. 

"The  faculty  and  staff  of  Randolph  Community  College 
have  opened  my  eyes  to  a  brighter  and  more  successful 
future  than  I  could  have  ever  imagined,"  said  Bullins.  "I 
have  succeeded  beyond  my  wildest  dreams."  Bullins  carries 
a  4.0  GPA.  He  graduated  from  RCC's  5th  annual  Student 
Leadership  Academy  in  March  2012.  A  member  of  Phi 
Theta  Kappa  honor  society,  he  was  elected  vice  president 
of  leadership  for  that  organization  in  January.  "My  goal 
now  is  to  graduate  with  honors  and  become  a  highly 
respected  probation  officer  for  the  community," 
said  Bullins.

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University  Center  of  Randolph  County 
Flourisiiing/Expanding 

The  University  Center  of  Randolph  County  has  added  a 
Bachelor  of  Science  in  Nursing  degree  through  Winston- 
Salem  State  University.  A  signing  ceremony  to  formally 
welcome  Winston-Salem  State  as  a  new  partner  was  held 
at  Randolph  Community  College,  with  the  agreement 
being  signed  by  Dr.  Robert  S.  Shackleford,  RCC  president, 
and  Dr.  Brenda  Allen,  provost  and  vice  chancellor  for 
academic  affairs  for  Winston-Salem  State. 

WSSU  has  16  satellite  sites  around  the  state  (above)  with 
over  400  nursing  students  and  over  70  adjunct  instructors. 
Students  who  already  have  an  associate  degree  can  earn 
a  bachelor's  degree  in  13  months.  The  classes  are  located 
on  RCC's  Asheboro  Campus  with  instructors  employed  by 
WSSU. 

In  addition,  the  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Business 
Administration  program  offered  by  the  University  Center 
through  Salem  College  produced  its  first  two  graduates 
in  spring  2012.  Portia  Moffitt  of  Randleman  and  Justin 
Henderson  of  Asheboro  received  their  Bachelor  in  Science 
in  Business  Administration  degrees  at  Salem  College's 
commencement  exercises  on  Salem's  campus  in  Winston- 
Salem.  That  program  has  grown  from  two  class  offerings, 
two  concentrations,  one  professor,  and  three  students 
in  fall  2008  to  seven  courses  offered  on  four  nights  each 
week,  over  30  students,  three  concentrations  (Accounting, 
Marketing,  and  Finance),  and  six  professors  in  fall  2012. 
The  University  Center  of  Randolph  County  was  established 
in  2008  as  a  collaborative  effort  between  Randolph 
Community  College  and  area  four-year  colleges  and 
universities. 


Excellence  in  Teaching  Award  and 
Staff  of  the  Year  Award 

Jennifer  L.  Macy,  Writing  Across  the  Curriculum  specialist 
and  former  English  instructor,  was  the  recipient  of  the 
Excellence  in  Teaching  Award  at  RCC;  and  Shelley  Greene, 
senior  director  of  marketing  at  Randolph  Community 
College,  was  RCC's  Staff  Person  of  the  Year. 

"Jennifer  works  tirelessly  to  make  both  her  traditional  and 
online  classes  excellent,  not  good  or  great,  but  excellent. 
Her  students  absolutely  love  her,  and  are  often  heard 
recommending  Jennifer's  classes  to  their  friends,"  reads 
one  letter  of  support  from  Macy's  nomination.  A  student 
evaluation  reads:  "I  was  not  looking  forward  to  this 
class,  but  Ms.  Macy  made  this  class  enjoyable.  She  is  an 
inspiring  person,  always  positive,  even  when  things  were 
not  so  shiny.  I  am  a  better  student  after  this  class." 

In  addition  to  the  local  award,  Greene  was  selected 
as  one  of  five  finalists  for  the  2012  North  Carolina 
Community  College  System  Staff  Award.  "Shelley  Greene 
brought  an  incredible  amount  of  talent,  energy,  ideas, 
and  enthusiasm  to  RCC  and  made  an  immediate  and 
ongoing  very  positive  impact,"  said  RCC  President  Robert 
Shackleford.  "Everyone  who  works  with  her  agrees  that 
she  is  a  special  person  and  talent.  We  are  so  blessed  to 
have  her  at  RCC." 

Greene  also  participated  in  the  North  Carolina  Community 
College  Leadership  Program  this  year.

SOfh  Anniversary  Celebrations 

Randolph  Community  College  celebrated  its  50th 
anniversary  during  2012  with  several  special  events  during 
the  year;  the  college  opened  its  doors  for  the  first  formal 
classes  on  Sept.  4, 1962. 

•  RCC  hosted  an  unveiling  of  a  portrait  of  the  RCC 
Asheboro  Campus  by  acclaimed  v\/atercolorist  William 
Mangum  (above)  on  May  1  in  the  R.  Alton  Cox  Learning 
Resources  Center  auditorium.  The  portrait  was 
commissioned  to  honor  RCC's  50th  anniversary.  Although 
Mangum  has  painted  scenes  of  numerous  college  and 
university  campuses  across  the  state,  this  is  his  first 
portrait  of  a  North  Carolina  community  college. 

The  portrait  shows  a  portion  of  Randolph  Community 
College's  Asheboro  Campus  as  if  the  viewer  were  standing 
in  the  plaza  area  facing  the  Foundation  Conference  Center 
and  the  JB  Davis  Bell  and  Clock  Tower.  The  scene  is  framed 
by  pink  and  white  azaleas  and  shows  students  strolling 
toward  the  tower.  The  original  has  been  hung  in  the 
Administration/Education  Center  lobby. 


•  RCC's  faculty,  staff  and  students  participated  in  a  50 
Minutes  for  50  Years  Volunteer  Action  Project  during  2012 
to  increase  outreach  and  give  back  to  the  community. 
Faculty,  staff  members,  and  students  were  asked  to 
donate  at  least  50  minutes  in  service  to  a  Randolph 
County  organization  during  RCC's  50th  anniversary 
year.  Volunteer  hours  were  tracked  and  reported  on  the 
website,  and  individual  volunteer  efforts  were  featured  in 
RCC's  in-house  newsletter  throughout  the  year. 


•  Randolph  Community  College's  2012  Curriculum 
Graduation  ceremony  celebrated  the  school's  50th 
Anniversary  with  three  special  graduation  speakers  and 
the  participation  of  50  alumni  graduates  who  robed 
and  led  the  processional.  Two  graduates  from  the  first 
graduating  class  of  1963  and  one  graduate  from  each 
graduating  class  through  2011  were  chosen  to  participate 
in  the  2012  curriculum  graduation  ceremony  to  represent 
all  RCC  alumni.  Keynote  speakers  for  the  ceremony 
were  Dr.  R.  Scott  Ralls,  president  of  the  North  Carolina 
Community  College  System;  North  Carolina  Senator  Jerry 
Tillman;  and  Dr.  Stuart  B.  Fountain,  vice  chair  of  the  State 
Board  of  Community  Colleges.  Also  making  brief  remarks 
was  Dr.  Lacy  M.  Presnell  Jr.,  former  Randolph  County 
Schools  superintendent  (1961-1969)  and  the  keynote 
speaker  at  RCC's  first  formal  graduation  in  1964. 


A  recent  graduate  wrote  to  the  RCC  Foundation:  I  am  writing  this  letter  to  express  my 
gratitude  for  all  the  grants  and  scholarships  that  were  awarded  to  me  during  my  college 
career  at  Randolph  Community  College,  and  to  assure  you  that  your  generosity  was  not 
misplaced.  My  life  has  been  changed  in  many  ways  as  a  direct  result  of  matriculating  here 
and  I  have  acquired  skills  and  experiences  that  will  benefit  me  for  the  rest  of  my  life." 


Photography  Program  Has  Banner  Year 

•  students  from  Randolph  Community  College's 
Biocommunlcations  Photography  Creative  Problem 
Solving  class  completed  a  book  project  in  2011.  The 
book,  titled  "The  Lumen  Project:  Building  Working 
Relationships,"  and  a  companion  calendar  were  presented 
to  RCC  President  Robert  Shackleford  at  a  ceremony  in  the 
Photography  Imaging  Center  in  December. 

The  images  for  the  book  were  created  by  placing  live 
foliage  on  photo  paper  normally  used  to  print  black-and- 
white  photos  and  exposing  them  to  the  sunlight  (above). 
No  cameras  or  darkrooms  were  used. 

Profits  from  this  project  went  to  the  Randolph  Community 
College  Foundation  for  photography  student  scholarships. 

•  RCC's  Photographic  Technology  Department  and  the 
American  Society  of  Media  Photographers-North  Carolina 
hosted  a  40-year  retrospective  of  the  work  of  Greensboro 
photographer  Rick  Smith  in  January  and  February  2012. 

"Rick  has  been  an  advocate  and  supporter  of  the  RCC 
photography  program  for  decades,"  said  Chuck  Egerton, 
department  head  for  Photographic  Technology.  "He  has 
donated  photography  equipment  and  time  for  student 
workshops."  As  part  of  the  Jan.  12  opening,  Smith 
donated  signed  original  unframed  prints  for  $20  each  with 
all  proceeds  going  to  the  Photography  Challenge  Fund  of 
the  RCC  Foundation. 

Smith,  who  had  won  numerous  regional  and  national 
awards  for  his  work  and  had  lectured  at  Rochester 
Institute  of  Technology  (RIT)  College  of  Photographic  Art, 
passed  away  in  March  2012. 


•  The  Photographic  Technology  Department  also  hosted 
an  exhibit  of  Hugh  Morton's  original  photographic  prints 
during  the  2012  summer  semester.  Morton  was  a  well- 
known  photojournalist  and  the  owner  of  Grandfather 
Mountain  in  Avery  County,  N.C.  He  died  in  2006.  Morton's 
photographs  were  first  published  in  TIME  Magazine 
over  70  years  ago,  and  he  has  been  published  in  every 
major  national  magazine  since.  He  specialized  in  scenic 
photography,  sports  action  and  politics. 

Machining  Program  Earns  NIMS 
Accreditation 

RCC's  Computer-Integrated  Machining  program  has 
been  officially  accredited  by  the  National  Institute  for 
Metalworking  Skills  (NIMS). 

An  on-site  evaluation  took  place  at  RCC's  Asheboro 
Campus  in  April.  The  audit  included  a  facility  inspection  of 
the  program's  metalworking  shop  and  a  host  of  in-depth 
interviews  with  students,  instructors,  administrators, 
program  advisory  committee  members,  and  local 
employers.  Following  these  events,  the  evaluation  team 
gathered  enough  evidence  to  recommend  accreditation, 
giving  the  program  very  high  ratings  in  the  areas  of 
program  purpose,  program  features,  administration 
support,  and  instructional  staff,  according  to  NIMS. 

This  accreditation,  which  is  valid  for  five  years,  is  in  Level 
I  Machining  Skills,  with  an  emphasis  on  measurement; 
materials  and  safety;  job  planning,  benchwork  and  layout; 
drill  press  skills;  and  manual  milling  skills.

Grants 

•  In  fall  2011,  the  Duke  Energy  Community  College  Grant 
Program  awarded  Randolph  Community  College  $240,643 
to  create  an  industrial  automation  mobile  classroom.  That 
classroom,  which  made  its  debut  in  May  2012,  allows 
RCC  to  take  training  into  the  community  to  students  who 
are  unable  to  attend  classes  on  RCC's  campus.  It  will  be 
primarily  marketed  to  businesses  and  industries  that  need 
training  for  their  employees. 

The  44-foot-long  goose-neck  trailer,  which  is  pulled  by  a 
pickup  truck,  is  believed  to  be  the  first  of  its  kind  in  North 
Carolina.  The  mobile  classroom  is  outfitted  with  Allen- 
Bradley  and  Siemens  programmable  logic  controllers 
(PLCs)  and  basic  automation  equipment.  It  contains  15 
training  stations  and  an  instructor's  desk.  The  laboratory 
is  networked  so  the  instructor  can  monitor  each  training 
station.  The  trailer  is  powered  with  an  on-board  generator 
and  includes  Wi-Fi  capabilities  through  a  4G  network 
and  a  security  system.  The  initial  courses  offered  will 
be  geared  toward  the  goal  of  students  earning  a  PLC 
certificate,  but  it  has  the  capability  of  housing  a  variety  of 
electrical/electronics  courses. 

•  In  September  2011,  RCC  received  a  $10,000  grant 
from  the  North  Carolina  Area  Health  Education  Center 
Program  to  establish  a  clinical  site  at  Kindred  Hospital  in 
Greensboro  for  its  Associate  Degree  Nursing  program. 
RCC's  senior-level  nursing  students  attending  clinical  at 
Kindred  will  gain  experience  with  interdisciplinary  care 
for  patients  who  have  pulmonary  disease,  neuromuscular 
disease,  pressure  wounds,  chemotherapy,  and  ventilators. 
The  funding  covered  faculty  salaries  and  educational 
materials,  equipment,  and  supplies  needed  at  Kindred 
Hospital. 

•  A  $45,000  grant  from  the  Timken  Foundation  of 
Canton  in  August  2011  allowed  RCC  to  purchase  a  FANUC 
Robotics'  Certified  Education  Robot  Training  (CERT)  unit 
for  use  in  various  curriculum  and  continuing  education 
programs.  CERT  is  a  compact,  portable,  self-contained 
robotics  educational  laboratory  that  allows  students  to 
learn  how  to  program  a  real  robot,  in  real  time,  in  a  safe 
and  controlled  environment.  The  cart  includes  a  six-axis, 
fully  articulated  industrial  robot;  an  integrated  vision 
system;  programmable  logic  controller;  and  simulation 
software.  The  CERT  cart  will  also  be  used  to  address 
industry's  training  needs  for  robotics. 


•  In  summer  2011,  RCC  was  awarded  a  $26,500  grant 
from  the  North  Carolina  Community  College  System  to 
implement  the  National  Association  of  iVIanufacturers 
(NAM)  Endorsed  Skills  Certification  System  for  its 
Computer-Integrated  Machining  program.  RCC's  project 
goals  under  the  NCCCS  grant  are  to  increase  the  number 
of  credentials  earned  by  RCC  Machining  instructors  and, 
in  turn,  increase  student-earned  certifications  in  the 
form  of  National  Institute  for  Metal  Working  Skills  (NIMS) 
credentials  and  the  Career  Readiness  Certification  (CRC). 

•  RCC  also  received  $25,000  from  the  North  Carolina 
GlaxoSmithKline  Foundation  Ribbon  of  Hope  program  to 
expand  services  to  workers  in  Randolph  County  who  lack 
sufficient  skills  for  entry-level  jobs.  The  program  provided 
preparation  and  support  for  Adult  Basic  Education  (ABE) 
and  General  Educational  Development  (GED)  students  to 
connect  to  credit  and  noncredit  career  pathways. 

•  In  July  2011,  Randolph  Community  College  received  a 
grant  from  the  ABC  Board  to  fund  prevention  of  substance 
abuse  among  students.  Funds  from  the  grant  were 
utilized  to  initiate  professional  development,  student 
activities,  and  services  designed  to  help  address  and  raise 
awareness  of  alternatives  to  substance  abuse  during  the 
2011-2012  school  year. 

The  first  activity  created  through  the  grant  was  a  Health 
Fair  designed  to  promote  healthy  living,  integrating 
the  positive  aspects  of  living  healthy  and  having  fun  as 
opposed  to  the  dangers  that  occur  with  substance  abuse. 
The  event  was  so  successful  that  it  is  planned  to  be  an 
annual  event  for  RCC. 

In  fall  2011,  the  grant  funded  a  professional  development 
session  for  RCC  staff  and  faculty  with  the  goal  of  providing 
information  on  identifying  and  assisting  students  with 
substance  abuse  issues.  In  addition,  a  self-assessment 
feature  was  added  to  the  Student  Success  Center  part  of 
the  RCC  website.  Included  at  the  end  of  the  assessment 
are  referrals  to  agencies  or  school  counselors  to  provide 
help  for  those  that  determine  they  might  have  substance/ 
alcohol  problems.  Also,  a  student  referral  guide  was 
researched,  printed,  and  distributed  to  the  faculty  at  RCC. 


A  student  wrote  to  GED  instructor  Melissa  Smith:  "I  just  wanted  to  thank  you  and  everyone 
at  RCC  for  helping  me  get  my  diploma.  Thank  you. ..for  all  your  coaching  and  support. 
I  promised  my  mom  before  she  died  that  I  would  try  to  graduate,  and  I  did.  Thanks!" 


RCC  Grad  Meets  Vl^ith  VP  Biden 

Brenda  Lopez  Benitez  of  Asheboro,  a  2009  graduate  and 
former  Student  Ambassador  of  Randolph  Community 
College,  was  among  a  contingent  of  community  college 
students  and  personnel  who  met  with  Vice  President 
Joe  Biden  and  his  wife,  Jill,  prior  to  their  visit  at  Davidson 
County  Community  College  in  February  2012  (above). 
The  group  talked  to  the  Bidens  about  the  impact  of  North 
Carolina's  community  colleges  on  our  state.  Lopez  is 
currently  a  student  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina 
School  of  Dentistry.  She  was  named  the  Dallas  Herring 
Achievement  Award  recipient  by  the  North  Carolina 
Community  College  System  in  April  2011.  The  visit  to 
DCCC  was  part  of  a  tour  highlighting  President  Barack 
Obama's  pitch  for  $8  billion  in  funding  for  community 
college  partnerships  with  industry. 

Inner  Strength  (^MP)  Helps  Students  Succeed 

Inner  Strength,  RCC's  Minority  Male  Mentoring 
Program  (3MP),  which  was  established  in  fall  2010 
after  RCC  received  a  five-year  grant  from  the  North 
Carolina  Community  College  System,  continues  to  be  an 
unqualified  success. 

Two  of  the  program's  participants  graduated  in  May  2012. 
Solomon  Mosby,  a  Criminal  Justice  Technology  graduate, 
said  Inner  Strength's  shadowing  program  was  a  big  help 
in  making  his  career  decisions.  Mosby  plans  on  pursuing 
a  bachelor's  degree  in  Criminal  Justice  with  the  goal  of 
becoming  a  police  officer. 

Malachi  Jones,  who  graduated  with  a  degree  in  Business 
Administration,  participated  in  several  four-year  college 


tours  with  Inner  Strength  and  shadowed  a  local  attorney. 
As  a  result  of  a  tour  to  Catawba  College  in  Salisbury,  Jones 
decided  to  apply  there,  where  he  will  study  psychology. 
He  eventually  plans  to  pursue  a  law  degree. 

RCC  Outreach  Providing  New 
Opportunities 

RCC's  efforts  to  provide  classes  closer  to  those  looking 
for  training  has  fulfilled  a  real  need  in  several  Randolph 
County  communities,  including  Ramseur  and  the  East  Side 
community  of  Asheboro.  Classes  focusing  on  students 
wishing  to  earn  their  General  Educational  Development 
diploma  and  English  as  a  Second  Language  were  held 
in  the  city  council  chambers  in  the  Ramseur  Municipal 
Building  beginning  in  January  2012.  RCC  also  established 
ESL  and  GED  classes  in  the  East  Side  community  of 
Asheboro  in  January. 

Human  Resource  Development  classes  including  Job 
Search  Tools  &  Strategies  and  Workplace  Computer  Skills 
were  added  there  as  well.  The  East  Side  classes  are  being 
held  at  the  old  Central  School  at  624  Brewer  Street. 

RCC  is  continuing  to  add  other  community  classes,  too. 
An  ESL  class  was  established  at  Mision  Evangelica  Pacto 
Church  in  North  Asheboro  in  April  and  38  students 
registered.  An  ESL  class  has  also  been  added  at  Tabernacle 
Elementary  School. 

The  average  age  ofRCCs 
Continuing  Education  student  is  41. 
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Members  of  RCC's  Inner  Strength, 
Minority  Male  Mentoring  Program 
(3MP),  ready  to  go  on  a  field  trip  to 
visit  a  four-year  college. 


President's  leadership  Academy 

RCC  President  Robert  S.  Shackleford  established  a 
President's  Educational  Leadership  Academy  at  RCC  in 
spring  2011,  as  one  of  his  presidential  initiatives. 


Giving  Bacic 

RCC  students,  faculty  and  staff  members  participated  in 
several  charity  drives  during  the  school  year,  including  the 
following: 


"I  wanted  to  create  a  leadership  training  experience 
that  was  unique,  personal,  intense,  and  practical,"  said 
Shackleford.  "The  goal  is  to  help  faculty  and  staff  grow 
in  their  leadership  skills  and  prepare  them  to  assume 
expanded  leadership  positions  within  the  College, 
whether  on  College  committees  or  in  other  avenues." 
The  Academy  is  built  around  a  mentoring  model. 
Participants  are  involved  in  small  group  sessions,  one- 
on-one  mentoring  sessions  with  Dr.  Shackleford,  and 
field  experiences  such  as  Board  of  Trustees'  or  County 
Commissioners'  meetings. 

A  new  class  is  accepted  to  the  Academy  each  semester. 
Nineteen  employees  had  completed  the  Academy  by  the 
end  of  the  2011-2012  academic  year. 


•  The  RCC  Student  Nurse  Association  collected  new, 
unwrapped  toys  for  the  children  and  siblings  at  Kids  Path, 
a  program  for  children  ages  birth  to  18  who  may  have  a 
life  limiting  illness  or  a  chronic  illness. 

•  Campus  Crusaders  and  Phi  Theta  Kappa  combined 
efforts  for  a  food  drive  to  benefit  Christians  United 
Outreach  Center,  Randolph  County  Family  Crisis  Center, 
and  Communities  in  Schools  Backpack  Pals  Program. 

•  RCC  Faculty  Association  and  the  Staff  Association  (above) 
collected  gently  used  or  new  children's  clothing  for  a  local 
women's  shelter  and  Christians  United  Outreach  Center 
and  shoes  for  the  Soles  for  Souls  global  project. 

•  Inner  Strength  conducted  a  toy  drive  for  Fox  8  Gifts  for 
Kids  for  the  second  year  in  a  row. 

•  The  Archdale  Center  collected  new,  unwrapped  toys  for 
Randolph  County  Foster  Children. 

•  RCC's  Long-Term  Care  Administration  class  worked  with 
Randolph  Hospital  to  collect  items  for  pediatric  patients, 
such  as  coloring  books,  crayons,  children's  books,  small 
stuffed  animals,  blankets,  and  small  toys.

Tillman,  and  N.C.  Representative  Pat  Hurley  helped 
Randolph  Community  College  officials  and  students 
celebrate  the  designation  as  a  Military  Friendly  School 
during  an  early  morning  flag  raising  ceremony  on  Nov.  10 
on  the  Asheboro  Campus.  Members  of  the  Asheboro  High 
School  Air  Force  Junior  ROTC  performed  the  ceremonial 
flag  raising  after  remarks  by  the  visiting  officials  (above). 

Cadet  Lieutenant  Elizabeth  Carson,  Cadet  Colonel  Vaseline 
Munoz,  and  Cadet  Senior  Airman  Joseph  Eddy,  under 
the  direction  of  instructors  Colonel  Carle  Hall  and  Senior 
Master  Sergeant  Ben  Davis,  raised  a  U.S.  flag  that  was 
flown  over  the  Capitol  Building  on  Sept.  4,  2011,  the  49th 
anniversary  of  the  beginning  of  classes  at  RCC  in  1962.

Officer,  Salisbury  Rural  Health,  Department  of  Veterans 
Affairs-Winston-Salem  Regional  Office,  Home  for  Heroes, 
a  U.S.  Army  recruiter,  RCC  student  counselors,  and  the 
Greensboro  Veterans  Center's  38-foot  mobile  unit. 


life  Enrichment  Series 

RCC's  Corporate  &  Continuing  Education  Division  offered 
a  Life  Enrichment  Series  of  seminars  during  the  2011- 
2012  school  year  on  practical  topics  designed  to  meet 
significant  needs  in  Randolph  County.  The  series  of  half- 
day  seminars  was  one  of  President  Robert  Shackleford's 
Presidential  Initiatives  for  the  year. 

"Grieving  and  You:  A  Forum  for  Understanding"  on  Feb. 
18  provided  opportunities  for  participants  to  understand 
and  cope  with  grief  on  an  individual  basis.  It  also  provided 
grievers  with  potential  contacts  to  interface  with  for 
support  and  understanding. 

The  second  event  in  the  series  was  the  College's  fourth 
annual  Caregiver  College,  featuring  keynote  speaker 
Teepa  Snow,  an  occupational  therapist  with  30  years  of 
experience  in  geriatrics.  The  seminar  offered  a  variety  of 
topics  on  issues  of  caregiving.  RCC  partnered  with  several 
community  agencies  to  cosponsor  the  Caregiver  College. 

The  third  event  was  a  Substance  Abuse  Forum  in  April 
that  was  focused  on  helping  the  families  of  those  with 
substance  abuse  problems.  "Substance  Abuse:  A  Family 
Issue"  included  keynote  speaker  Dr.  Charles  Betts  on 
the  subject  of  addiction,  and  several  other  speakers. 
The  Substance  Abuse  Forum  was  partially  funded  by  a 
grant  from  the  Randolph  Hospital  Community  Health 
Foundation. 


RCCs  Office  of  Financial  Aid  and 
Veterans  Affairs  processed  4,137  financial 
aid  applications  in  2011-2012,  with  2,027 
awards  made. 


Student  Activities 

•  Fifteen  students  graduated  from  RCC's  fifth  annual 
Student  Leadership  Academy  in  March  2012  (above). 
Students  are  chosen  for  the  Academy  based  on  a 
competitive  process  that  considers  leadership  experience, 
leadership  potential,  and  a  letter  of  reference  from 

a  faculty  member.  Participants  in  this  year's  Student 
Leadership  Academy  attended  evening  sessions 
throughout  the  school  year  with  guest  speakers  focusing 
on  different  leadership  topics.  The  students  had  a  chance 
to  identify  their  own  leadership  styles  and  learn  how  to 
use  these  styles  effectively.  Students  created  a  personal 
portfolio,  which  was  reviewed  by  local  human  resource 
professionals.  The  participants  were  also  involved  in  a 
student  leadership  project,  in  which  they  were  charged 
with  finding  a  need  in  the  community  and  meeting 
that  need. 

•  Beta  Theta  Rho,  Randolph  Community  College's  chapter 
of  Phi  Theta  Kappa,  returned  from  the  Phi  Theta  Kappa 
Carolinas  Regional  Convention  in  April  with  a  number  of 
accolades.  Diane  Deaton,  Beta  Theta  Rho  vice  president 
of  service,  received  a  Distinguished  Chapter  Member 
award.  Beta  Theta  Rho  once  again  earned  its  Five  Star 
Level  award,  which  encourages  excellence  and  recognizes 
progress  in  the  attainment  of  goals  set  by  the  chapter. 
The  RCC  chapter  has  consistently  maintained  its  Five  Star 
Status  since  2003. 


The  chapter  also  earned  Honorable  Mentions  in  the 
Distinguished  Chapter  and  Distinguished  Chapter  Officer 
Team  categories.  Melissa  Earliwine,  Developmental 
Mathematics  instructor  at  RCC  and  one  of  the  PTK 
advisors,  won  the  Carolinas  Region  Horizon  Award  for 
new  advisors. 

•  RCC's  chapter  of  Phi  Beta  Lambda  also  won  several 
awards  during  the  group's  State  Leadership  Conference 
in  Charlotte  in  April.  Phi  Beta  Lambda  is  the  post- 
secondary  organization  for  Future  Business  Leaders 
of  America. 

Jessica  Stevens  won  the  Director,  Executive,  and 
Presidential  levels  of  the  Career  Membership 
Achievement  Program,  in  addition  to  the  Local  Chapter 
Member  of  the  Year.  Laura  Davis  won  1st  Place  in 
Information  Management.  Abbie  Holder  won  3rd  place 
in  Information  Management.  Andrew  Delk  won  6th  Place 
in  Microeconomics.  Jessica  Basham  won  7th  place  in 
Computer  Applications. 

In  addition,  RCC's  chapter  won  the  Chapter  of  the  Year 
award  for  Career  Membership  Achievement  Program,  the 
Pin  Design  award,  an  award  for  completing  Membership 
Madness,  and  5th  Place  in  Professional  Division 
Membership. 


The  RCC  chapter  received  the  Carolinas  Super  Stars 
Award,  the  2012  Distinguished  College  Project  award,  the 
2012  Best  eNewsletter  award,  the  2012  Communication 
Award;  Outstanding  Participation  in  the  Carolinas  Region 
Service  Program,  and  the  Distinguished  Honors  in  Action 
Project  -  Issue  4:  Language  and  Communication.

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Teleflex  Partnership 


RCC  continued  its  successful  partnership  with  Teleflex 
Incorporated  (above),  a  leading  global  provider  of 
specialty  medical  devices  for  a  range  of  procedures  in 
critical  care  and  surgery. 

Eleven  Teleflex  employees  completed  Lean  Six  Sigma 
Green  Belt  certification  with  RCC.  The  120  hours  of 
training,  delivered  through  North  Carolina's  Customized 
Training  Program,  covered  a  period  of  five  months 
beginning  in  December  2011.  Lean  Six  Sigma  Green 
Belt  Certification  focuses  on  developing  team  members 
who  have  the  basic  skills  to  contribute  to  process 
improvement  projects.  During  the  training  process,  the 
class  developed  a  total  of  10  projects  with  more  than 
$720,000  in  potential  savings  to  the  company. 


Enrollment  Management 

During  the  2011-2012  school  year,  RCC's  Student 
Services  Division  and  the  Enrollment  Management 
Committee  implemented  an  Enrollment  Management 
Plan,  a  guide  for  faculty  and  staff  to  serve  students 
throughout  the  enrollment  cycle.  The  enrollment  cycle 
follows  the  applicant  through  the  stages  of  prospect, 
applicant,  admitted  student,  enrolled  student,  retained 
student,  persistence  retained  student,  and  graduate;  the 
Enrollment  Management  Plan  focuses  on  the  transitions 
between  these  areas. 

The  committee  divided  into  small  task  forces  to  develop 
intervention  strategies  for  each  transitional  stage  of  the 
Enrollment  Management  Plan.  Each  was  charged  with  the 
following: 


•  review  the  history  of  their  focus  area  within  the 
enrollment  cycle; 

•  assess  current  processes  being  used; 

•  identify  the  key  "at  risk"  points  of  not  enrolling, 
retaining,  or  graduating  the  student; 

•  develop  an  intervention  to  reduce  the  risk  not  enrolling, 
retaining,  or  graduating  the  student; 

•  define  measurable  goal(s)  to  evaluate  the 
intervention(s); 

•  use  data  driven  outcome  assessment  in  evaluation;  and 

•  plan  to  use  data  results  to  update  strategies  for  the  next 
year. 


New/Updated  Curriculum  Programs  in 
2011-2012 

Randolph  Community  College  introduced  three  new 
curriculum  programs  during  the  2011-2012  school  year: 
Welding  Technology,  Medical  Assisting,  and  Nursing 
Assistant.  The  Welding  Technology  and  Medical  Assisting 
programs  are  housed  at  the  Archdale  Center. 

In  addition,  two  curriculum  programs  were  updated. 
The  former  Autobody  Repair  curriculum  was  renamed 
Collision  Repair  &  Refinishing  Technology,  and  a  two-year 
associate  degree  was  added  in  addition  to  the  certificate 
and  diploma  programs.  The  Machining  Technology 
curriculum  was  revised  and  renamed  Computer-Integrated 
Machining. 


3,002  Curriculum  (credit)  students 
enrolled  in  fall  2011  and  2,760  enrolled 
in  spring  2012. 


Facilities  Upgrades 

•  RCC  opened  its  5,700-square-foot  Welding  Center  at  the 
Archdale  Center  in  August  2011.  New  welding  equipment 
for  the  Center  was  purchased  through  a  $248,222  grant 
from  the  Duke  Energy  Community  College  Grant  Program. 
The  Welding  Center  includes  a  lab  with  20  welding  booths 
and  27  welders  of  various  types,  a  classroom,  a  supply/ 
storage  room,  and  two  faculty  offices. 

•  A  groundbreaking  ceremony  for  the  Continuing 
Education  &  Industrial  Center  at  413  Industrial  Park 
Avenue  was  held  in  October  2011  (above).  The 
46,000-square-foot  CEIC  will  house  RCC's  Computer- 
Integrated  Machining,  Industrial  Engineering  Technology, 
and  Electrical/Electronics  Technology  programs,  as 

well  as  doubling  space  for  the  College's  Continuing 
Education  programs,  which  provide  services  to  business 
and  industry,  train  students  for  EMS  and  other  licensed 
careers,  and  assist  entrepreneurs  and  small  business 
owners.  Funds  for  the  renovation  of  the  old  Klaussner 
furniture  plant  came  from  the  1/4-cent  sales  tax  approved 
by  Randolph  County  voters  for  this  purpose  in  March 
2010.  The  building  is  scheduled  to  open  in  January  2013. 

•  In  December  2011,  RCC  opened  a  2,800-square-foot 
classroom  addition  to  the  Emergency  Services  Training 
Center  to  alleviate  classroom  space  needs  there. 

The  addition  contains  three  classrooms  that  can  be 
converted  into  one  large  meeting  area,  two  small  offices, 
restrooms,  and  a  storage  area.  The  cost  of  the  project 
was  approximately  $460,000,  paid  for  from  RCC's  Future 
Undesignated  Construction  Fund.

Technology,  and  other  programs  received  over  $415,000.  This  funding  is  used  for  supplies,  equipment,  and  opportunities 
that  are  not  funded  by  the  state  budget.  The  Foundation  also  provided  $55,000  in  start-up  funds  for  RCC's  new  Medical 
Assisting  program,  making  this  program  available  to  the  citizens  of  Randolph  County.  Because  of  your  support,  RCC  is  able 
to  offer  enhanced  opportunities  and  state-of-the-art  technology  for  our  students. 

On  the  following  pages,  you'll  meet  the  new  Foundation  Ambassadors  and  Randolph  Rotary  Scholar,  as  well  as  the 
first  group  of  Presidential  Scholars.  You'll  also  learn  more  about  some  of  RCC's  programs  and  services  funded  by  the 
Foundation.

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Presidential  Scholars 


The  RCC  Foundation  recently  launched  the  Presidential  Scholars  program  to  provide  a  unique  scholarship 
opportunity  for  high  school  seniors.  Five  Randolph  County  students  were  chosen  in  spring  2012  through  a 
competitive  process  as  the  College's  first  Presidential  Scholars. 

High  school  students  from  public,  private,  and  home  schools  throughout  Randolph  County  were  invited  to 
apply  for  the  scholarships.  Fourteen  students  who  met  the  preliminary  requirements  attended  a  Presidential 
Scholars  Day  at  RCC  in  March,  where  they  learned  more  about  the  College  and  were  interviewed  by  a 
committee  of  faculty  and  staff  members.  Eleven  finalists  chosen  from  the  Scholars  Day  interviews  were 
invited  back  for  a  second  interview  with  RCC  President  Robert  Shackleford  Jr.,  who  made  the  final  choice  of 
five  recipients.
